SIU Country Column

Raising calves to be good coms 
is im portant to the dairy farmer, 
but, unfortunately, this does not 
always occur 
Feeding is a big 
factor as was brought out by dairy 
specialists 
who 
spoke 
to dairy 
farm ers attending the second a n ­ 
nual Dairy Workshop at Southern 
Illinois University F ebrua ry 26 and 
28 
For example. Dr K A 
Kendall, 
a University of Illinois dairy sci­ 
entist, reported that nearly 20 p e r ­ 
cent (or more than four million) 
of the calves born this y e a r in the 
United States will die from dis­ 
ease or other causes before they 
are two years old. 
About half of 
them may be counted as heifer 
calves from which the dairy herds 
of the future will come 
It requires 
between four and one-half and five 
million replacements annually to 
take the place of cows that are 
culled from the herds for various 
reasons. 


One of the reasons for the loss 
is failure to do a good job of feed­ 
ing. 
T h e first step in producing 
a 
healthy calf is good care and a d e ­ 
quate feeding for the cow bearing 
the calf, especially during the last 
three or four months before calv­ 
ing. 
She needs all the good qual 
ity ro ugha ge —pasture and hay or 
silage—she will eat, supplemented 
by enough grain and minerals to 
take care of her milk production 
and the developing calf 
The cow 
should be "dried off” during the 
last two months before calving so 
that she can prepar e for the next 
lactation period which begins with 
the production of the u t a m i n rich 
first 
milk, or colostrum, that is 
most important in giving the new 
born calf a good start in life 
A 
cow weighing 1400 pounds at peak 
production should get enough feed 
to build her weight up to 1600 or 
1700 
pounds 
by 
calving 
time. 
Calves from cows that a re fed and 
m anage d thus will be healthy and 
of good size. 
Calves should he left 
v I th the mother cow’ for three days 
to nurse at will 
The first milk 
I' rich in vitamin A, antibodies, 
minerals, and protein which help 
protect the calf from disease 
Good feeding for the calf up to 
six months of age includes supply­ 
ing whole milk for eight or ten 
weeks; starting with a small q u a n ­ 
tity of grain mixture or starter 
feed that has 18 or 19 percent pro ­ 
tein at one or two weeks of age.

WASHINGTON flP>-Thr nation's 
farmers did better last year than 
in 1955, and Illinois fa rm e rs enjoy­ 
ed better than ave rage incomes. 
Illinois farms averaged net in 
comes of $3,917 for the year, com 
pared with the national ave rage 
of $2,415, and the 1955 state aver 
age of $2,821. 
Missouri farms reported average 
net incomes of $2,045 for 1956, $289 
over the 1955 figure but almost 
$400 under the national average. 
Arizona led the nation with the 
highest average income of $11,892

ors need. 
From about four to IO 
j months of age they need some good 
: quality legume hay supplemented 
I w ith a simple grain mixture that 
has about 15 percent total protein,

.steamed bonemeal and salt, so that 
they will grow well without o v er­ 
fattening 
The amount of concen­ 
trates will vary with the quality 
of the roughage 
lf it is only of 
fair grade, the heifers will need 
four to five pounds of concentrates 
daily to grow properly. 
By IO months of age the heifer’s 
rumen (or paunch) has developed 
sufficiently so that more roughage 
can be handled. 
F ro m then on not 
much grain concentrate is requir 
cd if the pasture or hay is of high 
quality—containing much legumes 
If the pasture gets mature, scant. 
or has a high percentage of grass 
in the forage, some additional feed 
in the form of hay, silage or con 
centrales will be necessary
